SALES TAX CHANGES 
London, Mar, 11. 

A big change in Britain's sates 
{ax (purchase tax) tc remove 
discrimination agains! imports 
froin overseas will be among 
the results of the new budget. 

Though imports are to be cut 
many foreign goods which are 
now too dear fcr British pur- 
chuses because of this sales tax 
wlll be made, cheaper. 

Some foreign imports have 
gost over twice as much as 
Identical British goods on which 
there Is neither duty nor pur- 
chase tax, . ‘ 

Now imported gcods will only 
pay ‘purchase tax on the same 
basis us homoe-produced goods, 

Overseas traders have often 
objected to. the utility scheme 
which has been operating in 
Britain sinee the early war days. 

This scheme was designed to 
keep down living costs by pro- 
ducing simple clothes, footwear 
and furniture, exempt frcm pur- 
chase tax levied on a wide range 
of goods. . 

It was never extended 
Smports which came into” the 
bracket of non-utillty goods 
subject to purchase tax. 

DEFENCE EXPENDITURE 

By far the biggest slice of 
Britain's 1952-53 budget expendi- 
ture will be on defence prepara- 
tions totalling £1,548,000,000,
